EXPECTED TO BE 40,000.000 


Paris, Nov . 23.—Despite France’s 
loss of 1,7 50,000 soldiers du ring the 
war, as well as the fact that her 
death rate alway s tends to ex ceed 
her birth rate, she is confident that 
her nex t censu s to be taken in March 
19 21, will not show a decrease in 
popu lation. 
Howev er, this -will be du e ex clu s­ 
iv ely to the fact that there will be 
inclu ded in her censu s the popu la­ 
tion of the prov inces retu rned to her 
by the war, namely the departments 
of the Upper and the Lower Rhine 
and the Moselle, or in other ■words, 
Alsace-Lorraine. It it ex pected that 
the total popu lation will thu s remain 
close to 40,000,000. 
France’s last censu s was taken in 
19 11 and showred a 
popu lation 
in 
France of 39 ,6 01,509 and a popu la­ 
tion for France and Algeria togeth­ 
er of 45,156 ,337 , which inclu ded 1,- 
132,6 9 6 foreigners. 
The French censu s is taken ev ery 
fiv e y ears, bu t 
in 
March, 
19 16 , 
when the nex t censu s shou ld hav e 
been 'taken, France had ten depart­ 
ments being occu pied by the enemy ,

Due to Provinces Returned to 


Her by the War 


EXPECTED TO BE 40,000,000 


Paris, Nov. 23,—Despite France's 


loss of 1,750,000 soldiers during the 
war, as well as the fact that her 
death rate always tends to exceed 
her birth rate, she is confident that 
her nest census .to he taken in March 
1921, will not show a decrease in 
population. 


However, this will he due exclus- 


ively to the fact that there will he 
included in her census the popula- 
tion of the provinces returned to iher 
by the war, namely the departments 
of the Upper and the Lower Rhine 
and the Moselle, or in other words, 
Alsace-Lorraine. It it expected that 
the total population will thus remain 
close to 40,000,000, 
-..'•_* 


Prance's last census was taken in 


1911 and showed a population in 
trance-of 39,601,509 and a popula- 
tion for France and Algeria togeth- 
er of 45,156,337, which included 1,- 
132,696 foreigners. 


The French census is taken every 


flve years, but in March, 1916, 
when the next census should have 
been taken, France had. ten depart- 
ments being occupied by the enemy, 
while thousands upon thousands of 
inhabitants of 
other 
departments 


in which fighting was taking place 
had been obliged to flee. As a conse- 
quence the census went over until 
March of next year<
